"The Bousainvillea Trail is still 


In Its infancy, and with its formal 
opening In March, the trail visitor 
will see only the beginning of a 
grcnt project, 


"We never' hope to line our high- 


ways outside of the towns with 
bougalnvillcas because of droughts, 
but we hope to keep th» trail con- 
nected from town to town by lining 
the highway* with colorful road- 
side plants that arc drought resist- 
in s. 


"The trail had it:; origin in 1936 


when the Harlmgen Garden Club, 
Inspired by Mrs. N. B. Lackland, 
announced the members were spon- 
soring a Boimainvillea Trail within 
their uwn city and asked co-opera- 
tion of other Valley towns. 


"The 
trail idea was contagious 


and by September. 1937, when Mrs 
H. A. Hiehiowor became president 
of the Valley Council of Garden 
Clubs most of the towns voted that 
the Bouguinvillea Trail should be- 
come a 
Valley-wide project, to 


reach from the upper Valley to the 
Gulf o( Mexico. 


"This was the beginning of the 


125-mile flower truil. the longest 
in the world, extending from Edin- 
bur" nnd Mission on the west, run- 
nine the length of the Valley and 
terminating at Brownsville on the 
southeast and at Port Isabel on the 
east."

ing from prompt response given a 
suRsestion made recently by C. L. 
Tanner, editor of the Alice News, 
for the planting of eenizo In that 
section. 


Plans already have been made tor 


the planting of cenizo for a distance 
of a mile from town on each of the 
four major highways from Alice 
KH well a< throughout the town it- 
self.

-The Bougainvillea Trail is still 
in its infancy, and with its forma! 
opening In March, the trail visitor 
will see only the beginning of a 
great project. 
"We never hope to line our high­ 
ways outside of the towns with 
bougainvilleas because of droughts. 
but we hope to keep the trail con­ 
nected from town to town by lining 
the highways with colorful road­ 
side plants that are drought resist­ 
ing. 
“The trail had its origin in 1936 
J when the Harlingen Garden Club, 
inspired by Mrs. N. B. Lackland, 
snnounced the members were spon­ 
soring a Bougainvillea Trail within 
their own city and asked co-opera­ 
tion of other Valley towns. 
J. 
"The trail idea was contagious 
and by September. 1937. when Mrs 
R. A. Hightower became president 
of the Valley Council of Garden 
Clubs, most of the towns voted that 
the Bougainvillea Trail should be- 
^ come a Vallev-wide 
project, 
to 
- reach from the upper Valley, to the 
Gulf of Mexico. 
"This was the beginning of the 
125-mile flower trail, the longest 
in the world, extending from Edin­ 
burg and Mission on the west, run­ 
ning the length of the Valley and 
terminating at Brownsville on the 
southeast and at Port Isabel on the 
east.”

1755 he was sent to London as sec- 
retary to the French embassy, and 
was made a. member of the KOyal 
BocUty. 


Got* To Canada 


In 1756, he went to Canada as 


captain of dragoons and aide-de- 
camp to the Marquis de Montcalm. 
Afterwards he served'in the Seven 
Tear War, from 1761 to 1763. When 
peace came, the French govern- 
ment decided to colonize the Falk- 
land Islands, and Bougainville un- 
dertook the task at his own expense. 
The French government gave up 
the settlement to the Spaniards 
»nd Bougainville was indemnified. 


Commands Vessies 


Appointed commander of the frig- 


ate, "La Boudeuse" and the trans- 
port, "L'Etoile," he set sail in De- ' 
cember, 1766, on a voyage of dis- 
covery around the world. His ex- 
pedition passed through the Straits 
of Magellan, , visited Tahiti, then 
proceeded across the Pacific by 
way of Samoa, the New Hebrides 
and the Dutch settlements. During 
this voyage, which ended in March, 
1769, the plant, which was named 
lor htm was discovered by Com- 
merson, his official botanist on the 
expedition. 


Made Field Marshal 


He saw naval action against Eng- 


land, returned to the army and at- 
tained the rank of field marshal. 
Later he projected a voyage to the 
North Pole, but failed to obtain 
approval of the French govern- 
ment. Napoleon I made him a sen- 
ator, count of the empire, and mem- 
ber of the Legion of Honor. He died 
August 31, 1811.

There are not only scores of 
variations on these costumes, but hundreds of other 
costumes in evidence during the fiesta, so that the 
big carnival looks like a mixing of the peoples of all 
Latin America.

generally, and it is conducted entirely without the 
conventional coronations, royalty, etc., of the usual 
fair.

NE of the gayest events 
of the Valley’s big round 
of fiestas each y ear is Don­ 
na’s big celebration — Dia 
Grande.

Grande Valley was named by the 
late Lon C. Hill, Sr., the towns 
founder. 
The name was peculiarly fitting. 
Mr. Hill thought, because he had 
hopes of seeing the Valley town 
develop into an important canal 
port, part of the intracoastal canal 
system then being started. 
Harlingen, Holland, of course, is 
in the middle of a canal network 
Mr. HIU looked to Holland for 
the name, because of the canals 
and because Col. Uriah Lott, pres- 
ioent of the St. Louis, Brownsville 
and Mexico, then extending to the 
Valley, traced his ancestry to Hol­ 
land. Harlingen, Holland, in fact 
was named after his grandmothers 
family, the Van Harlingens. 
Tile Valley’s Harlingen was at 
one .Jirne known 
as 
Six-Shooter 
Junction. 


MoseVille Was First 
Name of Los Fresnos 
Los Fresnos was originally known 
as Moseville, after Mose Hill, de­ 
veloper of the tract. 
The town grew up in a region 
which for many years was a ranch 
center. Five groups of small houses 
were clustered around Los Fres­ 
nos (The Ash Trees). They included 
Las Yescas (fungus). Las Cuates, 
(twins, for twin lakes); Las Cuatitas 
(the little twin 
lakes); 
Agua 
Negra (black water), for black wa­ 
ter of one of the resacas, and Charco 
Hondo (deep pool), for a large dry 
resaca with one deep water hole. 
Tile new townsite was formally 
opened December 19, 1929. 


Rails Came In 1925 
To Rio Grande City 
Rio Grande City, seat of Starr 
county was for a long time the 
largest city in the United States 
without a railroad. 
The historic Starr county city b 
one of the oldest towns on the 
border. It was founded in 1767 by 
Don Francisco de la Garza Mar­ 
tinet and named Carnestolendas. 
Starr county was created by the.' 
state legislature in 1843. Rio Grande 
City grew up around the ranch 
home of Henry Clay Davis, a lead­ 
er in the famous Mier expedition. 
Railroad service was inaugurated 
August 23, 1925.

the most colorful spectacles lor 
iesta hunters. 
The Valley usually joins these 


celebrations, which added to the 
mmcrous festivals on the Ameri- 
can side of the Rio'Grande, keep 
ip a steady round of fiestas through 
the year. 


•Traditional fiesta days in Mexico 


are Cinco de Mayo (Fifth of May), 
Diez y Seis de Septiembre 
(Six- 


teenth of September), and Veinte 
do Noviembre (Twentieth of No- 
vember). 


The Cinco de Mayo marks the 


victory of Mexican 
troops 
over 


French soldiers in the crucial bat- 
tle of Puebln during the days of 
Maxmilian and Carlota. 


The 
Sixteenth 
of 
September 


marks the 1810 "Cry of Freedom," 
issued by the parish priest. Rev. 
Miguel Hidalgo y Costilla, as the 
opening movement in the Spanish 
revolution for independence from 
Spain. 


November 20 is the date of the 


revolution in 1910 which brought 
about the overthrow of long dic- 
tatorship of Porfirio Diaz. • 


Besides these national holidays, 


there are numerous religious and 
regional festivals south of the bor- 
der, some of them general and some 
of them regional. 


A number are connected with re- 


ligious holidays, including Easter, 
Christmas, Twelfth Night. All Saints 
Day, and other outstanding events 
on the church calendar.

county, was named 
for

Burleson Raymond, foreman of the 
southern 
portion of King ranch 


property known as El Sauz. 


Originally the community which 


is now Raymondville was known 
S3 "El Muerlo," (The Dead Man). 


The city was cut off from the 


King ranch and subdivided in 1904 
by the Kleberg Town and Improve- 
ment company, of which Robert J. 
Kleberg was president and general 
manager. 
, Raymondville was incorporated in 
1912 and re-incorporated in 1916. 
Lamar Gill, whose family came to 
Texas from Mississippi, was the 
first mayor, and also manager oi 
the first gin. 


Willacy county was created In 


1921, and the courthouse was built 
in 1922. Lamar GUI was the first 
county judge. 


The area is the "onion capital" 


of the Valley, producing each year 
one of the nation's biggest crops 
of this vegetable. 


In connection with the harvest, 


the Valley celebrates the famous 
"Onion Fiesta" annually.

Church Shrines Recall 
Valley's Pioneer Days 


LOPENO SHRINE 


Religious shrines, some 100 years 


oW or older, abound in the Rio 
Grande Valley, reminders of spir- 
itual trail blazing by early day 
church missionaries. 


Besides several old churches — 


at Brownsville, Matamoroe, Micr 
(opposite Roma, Texas) — there 
are roadside shrines, especially in 
the western portions of the Valley. 


Best known, perhaps because most 


accessible, is the shrine to Our 
Lady of Lourdes at Rio Grande 
City. Although comparatively re- 
cent—built during the World War- 
it typifies the spirit of other shrines, 
on hills, on old ranches, and along 
some of the lateral undeveloped 
roads. 


Replica of Famed Shrine 


The Lourdes shrine Is a replica 


ol the famous shrine in France. It 
is located on the hill, to the right 
as you approach the Starr county 
courthouse in Rio Grande city. The 
sanctuary is surrounded by an iron 
fence, and is approached through 


park of flower beds and palm 


trees. In the grotto-like altar is a 
statue of the Virgin, with kneeling 
figures on either side. Bougainvillea 
climbs over the rock formations of 
the grotto structure. 


On the ground, forming a unique 


pool, is a cement relief map o: 
North 
America, with the grea 


akes, the Gulf of Mexico, the At- 
antic and Pacific oceans outlined 
u water. 


One At Lopeiw 


Another well known shrine is th« 


ancient one of Lopeno, on the old 
Tigre ranch in Zapata county. It 
was erected by Silvestre Ramirez 
more than 100 years ago to Our Lady 
of Guadalupe, patron saint of Mex- 
ico. The shrine was erected ove* 
a well carved out of solid rock. 


On the "Loma de la Cruz," two 


miles from Rio Grande City, is a 
large cross, erected in 1894 as a 
sign of gratitude by the ranchfollc 
for the heavy rains that came after 
a seven-year drought that devas- 
tated the region. The rains followed 
a pilgrimage up the hill from th» 
surrounding ranches. Men, womea 
and children climbed the hill on, 
their knees and put up the cross. 
Every year the first fruits of th» 
fields are carried up the kill and 
laid at the cross as an offering,

Donna Had Earliest 
Irrigation System 


The first irrigation system con- 


structed and chartered for public 
use in the Valley was built in 1902 
near Donna by J. C. McDowell, of 
Pittsburgh. He was one of the pio- 
neer developers of the region, and 
built a sugar mill. 


Dor- i grew out of the 23,000-acre 


tract known as La Blanca. A. F. 
Hester and T. J. Hooks, rice plant- 
ers, subdivided the town which be- 
came Donna. R. P. Boeye, who 
cleared the townsite, became Don- 
na's first mayor. 


The city was named after Donna 


Hooks, eldest daughter of the tract's 
founder. 


Davis, GOP Governor, 
Saw Valley Service 


Texas' only Republican governor 


was with the Union army In th« 
Valley. 


He was Edmund J. Davis, elected 


in 1869. 


A native of Florida, he came to 


Texas in 1848, was in the civil ser- 
vice as district attorney, district 
judge and collector of customs. 


In 1863, as a colonel in the Union 


army, Davis went to Bagdad on 
the U.S.S. Honduras. In Matamoros 
he was captured by Confederate 
forces, and narrowly escaped exe- 
cution. At the close of the war h« 
was a brigadier general and re- 
sumed law practice.

In 1926 the company's first retail store was estab- 


lished. Six hundred and twenty-four others have since 
been established. In Harlingen, Montgomery Ward estab- 
lished a retail store in 1937. The merchandising methods 
of the organization are a matter of record and the store 
Immediately became popular with people in every section 
of the Valley. Today it ranks among the leaders in the 
great chain. 


Just as Ward and Thorne looked forward to the fu- 


ture with optimism 69 years ago the organization is look- 
ing forward to a still-greater future.

thick with trees and vines. 
E<|ieriments being conducted by 
the state Highway department, in 
connection with highway beautifi­ 
cation. have shown that a number 
of “salt-resistant* plants wiU do 
well in this section.

Texas network of pav­ 
ed roads totalling approxi­ 
mately 800 miles is locatec 
in the Valley — at Pharr. 
It is the State Highway 
Department building, head­ 
quarters for Division No. 21. There 
a staff of engineers directs some 
300 m en in construction and m ain­ 
tenance of the SOO miles of state 
highways in IO counties. 
T he Valley division is one of 25 
sim ilar state highway departm ent 
divisions. I t is the fourth largest 
in tile state, contains approxim ate­ 
ly 1-25 of the state area, 1-25 of 
the state population, 1-25 of the 
state highway mileage and 1-25 of 
the total num ber of counties. 
Handsome Building 
A handsom e building, constructed 
In 1933, houses Division 21 head­ 
quarters, which includes, in addi­ 
tion to offices, a sign-m aking plant, 
m achine shop, blacksm ith and weld­ 
ing shop, a plan t nursery, and a 
road-materiaLs laboratory. 
In tile paint shop, signs—wood 
and m etal — for the entire district 
are painted with a m odern spray 
gun with use of silk-screen process 
stencils. A storehouse contains ev­ 
ery possible variety of sign used on 
highways, from nam es of towns to 
"Beware of Livestock.” 
Signs Restored 
Old signs are not discarded, but 
cleaned, restored 
and 
repainted. 
Wooden signs have a road hie of 
about one year before they need 
repainting, m etal signs about 18 
months. 
Every type of road m aterial Is 
tested in the up-to-date labora­ 
tory. Capillary tanks test moisture 
absorption of different soils; gravel 
is tested in tubes; load potentiali­ 
ties are found on a pressure tester 
which is built on a 30,000-pound 
Jack. 
Repair Equipment 
The highway departm ent repairs 
and remodels all its own equipment 
in its m achine simp. Trucks, trac­ 
tors, scrapers, mixers, all get w hat­ 
ever attention they need from the 
departm ents 
expert 
mechanics. 
Mechanics make special truck beds 
for the highway departm ent, adapt­ 
ed for road m aintenance and con­ 
struction work. These truck beds 
are described as halfway between 
a gravel truck and a commercial 
truck bed. 
Bet in a handsomely landscaped 
lawn, with rubber plants fram ing

Deep, Shallow 
Sands Give Oil 


OU production In Valley fields 
has been found in sands at depths 
varying from a few hundred feet 
to those several thousand feet 
Some of the .Starr county shallow 
wells have produced at 400 feet, 
while some of the deeper Hidalgo 
county wells struck pay sand at 
7,550 feet. 
One of the deepest producers was 
the Union Sulphur Co.. Sulphur. 
La., field, about 33.000 acres around 
Marred es. High gravity was found 
on their No. 3 A-RG, at 7475 to 
7550 feet. Ten-thousand-foot test 
wells have been put down in Cam­ 
eron county. 


The Valleys newest highway — 
including the Kenedy county road

Hug - the - Coast 
route—is in fact one of the oldest 
thoroughfares in Texas. 
Opened as a modem paved road 
on December 17, 1940, the road 
through Kenedy county was known 
as “The Salt Trail” for centuries

The first international telephone 
call in the United States was made 
in the Valley. 
Records of the Southwestern Bell

The call was made from the po­ 
lice station in Matamoras to an 
unidentified individual in Browns­ 
ville. 
The nature of the call and the 
persons Involved has not been re­ 
vealed.

Many Years Ago 


.Although

The Rio Grande Railway Co. was 


incoriJOinU'd Oct. 1, 1868. Includ- 
ing among its founders Mitflin Ken- 
edy and Richard King, whose Rio 
Grande packet boat line was doom- 
ed to die with inauguration of the 
overland service. 


In 1871, Celaya Brothers 
con- 


structed a 22-mile line which made 
its first trip in 1872. The first en- 
gine, a four-wheeler, had a vertical 
boiler. 


The line had a tempestuous his- 


tory, facing abandonment several 
times. In 1921, after a Valley-wide 
drive to raise funds, the road wai 
improved to standard 
gauge. In

Sugarland interests headed 


by W. T. Eldredgc acquired the line. 
It changed hands again before the 
final purchase by the Missouri Pa- 
cific, which rerouted the two ter- 
minals to connect with MP truntc 
lines for direct service to Port Isa- 
bel and Port Brownsville.

A second 
one, the Davis pipeline, will pump 
oil directly from the large Davis 
and the Continental holdings in the 
Rincon (Starr county) field. Con- 
struction cost of the new pipeline, 
120 miles long, is expected 
to 


reach $1,000,000. 


One of the first industrial plants 


built at the Brownsville turning 
basin after the opening of the port 
in May, 1936, was the Texas Com- 
pany's bulk station.

brought the Valley benefits in the 
form of & "by-product" that has 
become a major fuel resource—na- 
tural gas. 


Not only as domestic fuel, but 


us an important adjunct in com- 
mercial and industrial development, 
the almost unlimited supply found 
in the Valley has added another 
factor to assure continued growth 
cf this section. 


Gas is being used in widespread 


Valley enterprises, including orch- 
ard heating, brick and tile manu- 
facture, dehydration plants, and in 
many other fields of endeavor. 


Valley gas has been found to be 


of especially high quality—what the 
technical men call "hotter"—adding 
to economy of its use. 


Another important "by play" of 


the Valley's oil industry is the re- 
cycling plant put in by the Gulf 


States Oil Company in the San 
Salvador field 10 miles north of 
Edinburg. 


The recycling plant makes It pos- 


sible to extract fuel distillates with- 
out wasting the gas, which is re- 
turned to natural storage lor fu- 
ture use. 


The recycling process can also be 


used in "activating" strata ol sand 
which bear oil without gas pressure. 
The gas is pumped into the oil 
sands, providing a flow of petroleum 
without surface pumps. 


Principal gas producing areas in 


the Valley are located in the Jen- 
nings, Escobas, Villa, Comitas field 
in Eastern Zapata county, Lepcno

Valley county, a refin- 


ery at Port Isabel, several 
tank farms, and continued 
exploration, the production 
of oil has rapidly become a major 
industry in the Valley. 


From a dribble of petroleum found 


in Starr county sands as early as 
1929, the production in the Valley 
has risen to a maximum allowable 
averaging 350,000 barrels monthly, 
and more than 800 barrels daily. 


Twenty-Two FlHds 


Twenty-two producing fields, with 


about 560 wells, are turning out 
the Valley's oil in a steady now 
under regulation of the state rail- 
road commissiop. Fields are located 
in Starr, Jim Hogg, Hidalgo, Wil- 
lacy and Brooks counties, with ex- 
ploration in progress in Cameron 
county. 


Rincon field in Starr county has 


the largest allowable, more than 
100,000 barrels monthly, although 
other fields have more producing 
wells. Second in rank is the Colo-

Wlldcatting, which spread into 


every Valley county during the 10 
'ears of growing petroleum produc- 
ion, has been to a great extent 
supplanted by an organized drilling 
program in proven fields. 


Tests, however, continue in rel- 


atively untried areas of Willacy and 


'ameron counties. The

«sts are principally deep drillings, 
in search for possible oil-bearing 
strata around the 10,000-foot level. 


Large operators—including ma- 


jor oil companies—are now playing

New Road to Provide 
Direct Port Highway 


One of the newest stretches of 


Valley highway .scheduled for con- 
struction is the direct route to link 
the military road with the Port of 
Brownsville, touching Olmilo on the 
main Brownsville-San Benito high- 
way. 


In December, 1940, a road dis- 


trict was formed, and bonds in the 
amount of $305,000 were voted for 
the new route, which would pro- 


vide a direct line for traffic from 
the military highway to the port. 


Approximately 13 miles long-, the 


new stretch of road would start at 
Cavazos on the military road.

Federal aid was provided on 1,227 


miles of Texas roads during th« 
last fiscal year. The total cost of 
the road building program on these 
highways, including federal funds, 
was $22,008,192. During that time, 
Texas eliminated 25 grade crossings, 
reconstructed tliree and protected 
22 with federal aid.

Diamond Loop’

The 
famous 
“Diamond 
Loop** 
came into being with completion 
of the 49-mile Kenedy county link 
in the Hug-the-Coast highway 
Creation of the Diamond Loop 
was a Valley and South Texas 
dream for 27 years before it blos­ 
somed into reality. 
At the celebration marking the 
opening of the Kenedy county high­ 
way. Dec. 17, 1940. hundreds of cars 
appeared with ‘'Diamond 
Loop" 
tags. 
As originally laid out, the Dia­ 
mond Loop extends from the Valley 
to Corpus Christi, then to San An­ 
tonio, to Laredo and back to the 
Valley. 
J. A. Graham , San Benito, then 
c onimissioner of Cameron county 
in 1913 proposed the scenic route 
which came to be known as the 
Diamond Loop. Later Verne Oon- 
i ad of Brownsville laid out a route 
through Kenedy county. 
Prom inent in the Kenedy county 
—- Hug-the-Coast — Diamond Loop 
highway preparation were E. W. 
Archer of Lyford and Hat Wetzel 
of Raymondville. 


Kenedy Highway Opening 
Will Change King Ranch 


The historical King Ranch, whose 
edges dip into the northern sec­ 
tions of the Valley, is due for 
some changes as a result of the new 
Kenedy county road opened re­ 
cently. 
For one thing, the old Norias 
ranch house is being abandoned 
and it is giving way to a h an d ­ 
some building removed from tile 
main line of traffic. 
Growth Began in 1844 
The growth of. the King Ranch, 
which at one time covered terri­ 
tory including an area which is 
now seven counties, started with 
the arrival at troops In 1848. 
W ith them came Capt. Richard 
King and Capt. Mifflin Kenedy, 
whose 
river 
steam boat company 
thrived. Abandoning it. King. with 
Robert J. Kleberg, another pioneer, 
branched into overland transpor­ 
tation 
and 
acquisition 
of 
large 
acreage for their cattle enterprises. 
Bays Entire G rant 
From an early accumulation of 
350,000 acres, the King ranch was 
built by Kleberg to 1.500.000 acres. 


The famous “King ranch fence" 
kept spreading out in every direc­ 
tion. In one transaction the entire 
410.000-acre San Juan de Carricitos 
grant, extending to the Arroyo Colo­ 
rado, was bought. 
The “castle" at Santa Gertrudis 
ranch was built by King for his 
b r i d e , 
Henrietta 
Chamberlain, 
daughter of Rev. Hiram Chamber­ 
lain. the first Protestant minister 
on the Rio Grande. 
One-Way Bridge Will 
Span Valley Channel 
A one-way bridge with an under­ 
pass for traffic In the opposite di­ 
rection, is to be constructed across 
the Sebastian floodway. 
Plans being drawn call for north­ 
bound traffic across a concrete- 
paved bridge, with southbound tra ­ 
vel via the underpass. W ater in 
the floodway would stop traffic for 
a few days about every two years.

would be used temporarily for two- 
way traffic.

Line Extended 


Started iu 1935, the pipeline has 


been extended as new fields of 
production were brought in. Total 
estimated mileage now is 190. 


The network is equipped to han- 


dle approximately 8500 barrels of 
crude oil daily.

constructed in 1935, from the ori- 
ginal Samfordycc field to Port Isa- 
bel, a distance of 88 miles.

Valley Oil Boom 
Started In 1934 


Tlie Valley's young oil Industry, 


tow providing sizeable tonnage for 
efinerie.s, tank farms and tanker 
essels, got off to a real start in 
September, 1934. 


Tlie start came with discovery of 


>il on a commercial scale near the 


old tomisite of Samfordyce in Hi- 
dalgo county. 


Before that, oil had been found 


in small quantities in shallow Starr 
county sands. After those early dis- 
coveries, a number of wildcatters 
sprang up throughout Hidalgo coun- 
ty, but failed to hit pay dirt. Later 
wiidcatter.9 did better. 


Tlie discovery well was spudded 


in oh May 2, 1934, as the No. 1, 
John Lawrence. Tract 274, Porcion 
.39, 
Iteynosa Jurisdiction, western 


Hidalgo county, at a depth of 2,738- 
53 feet. OH from this well began 


flowing into tanks on Sept. 18. 1934, 
and soon the field began extending 
in every direction from the Hidalgo 
discovery well. 


An earlier commercial producer, 


which paved the way for large- 
scale production was turned in by 
Kicrsch 
and 
Duerk.scn in 1930, 


drilling the No. 1 Los Olinos in a 
shallow field 12 miles nori^ of Rio 
Grande City. They used a light 
spudding rig. 


Since those early wells, millions 


of dollars worth of petroleum hava 
been produced in the Valley. 


La Ferians Brought 
Depot to Railroad 


Early La Feria residents brough 


their own railroad depot into low 
on two flat cars, pulled by a team 
of horses. 


Among those who aided In this 


task was G. J. Sclinorenberg, for- 
merly of Minneapolis, who laid out 
the townsite of La Feria in 1910. 


Tlie depot was moved from Bix- 


by, about a mile and ft half west, 
after the railroad refused to pro- 
vide one for La Peril's developers. 


Tlie city was incorporated May 


20, 1915. B. H. Dunlap was the 
first mayor.

ERVE center for a South 


Texas network of pav- 


ed roads totalling approxi- 
mately 800 miles is located 
in the Valley — at Pharr. 


It is the State Highway 


Department building, head- 
quarters for Division No. 21. There 
a staff of engineers directs some 
300 men in construction and main- 
tenance of the 800 miles of state 
highways in 10 counties. 


The Valley division if one of 25 


similar state highway department 
divisions. It is the fourth largest 
in the state, contains approximate- 
ly 1-25 of the state area, 1-25 of 
the state population, 1-25 of the 
state highway mileage and 1-25 of 
the total number of counties. 


Handsome Building 


A handsome building, constructed 


In 1933, houses Division 21 head- 
quarters, which Includes, in addi- 
tion to offices, a sign-making plant, 
machine shop, blacksmith and weld- 
ing shop, a plant nursery, and a 
road-materials laboratory. 


In the paint shop, signs—wood 


and metal — for the entire district 
are painted with a modern syray 
gun with use of silk-screen process 
stencils. A storehouse contains ev- 
ery possible variety of sign used on 
highways, from names of towns to 
"Beware of Livestock." 


Signs Restored 


Old signs are not discarded, but 


cleaned, restored 
and repainted. 


Wooden signs have a road life of 
about one year before they need 
repainting, metal signs about 18 
months. 


Every type of road material Is 


tested In the up-to-date labora- 
tory. Capillary tanks test moisture 
absorption of different soils; gravel 
is tested in tubes; load potentiali- 
ties are found on a pressure tester 
which is built on a 30,000-pound 
jack. 
Repair Equipment 


The highway department repairs 


and remodels all its own equipmeht 
in its machine shop. Trucks, trac- 
tors, scrapers, mixers, all get what- 
ever attention they need from the 
department's 
expert 
mechanics. 


Mechanics make special truck beds 
for the highway department, adapt- 
ed for road maintenance and con- 
struction work. These truck beds 
are described as halfway between 
a gravel truck and a commercial 
truck bed. 


Set in a handsomely landscaped 


lawn, with rubber plants framing 
the front entrance, bougainvilleas 
turks caps and rambling acacia on 
both sides, the division building is 
typical of Valley 
beautitication

Asphalt on Highway 
Edges Passes Tests 


The use of a strip of asphalt on 


the edge of concrete roads to pre- 
vent "fall off and reduce mainte- 
nance costs has been successfully 
developed by the state highway 
department's 
division 
21, 
with 


headquarters at Pharr, Hidalgo 
county. 


The test of this method—which 


also tends to keep roads safer for 
driving — was carried out on 11 
miles of Willacy county road. The 
20-foot concrete was edged with 
asphalt, preventing the usual de- 


struction of the road shoulders by 
Tall offs," particularly of trucks 
with double-tired wheels, which of- 
ten ride with one wheel on the 
pavement and the other wearing 
a groove in the shoulder. 


Valley Develops New 
Highway Materials 


Highway construction history was 


made with the building of the Ken- 
edy county road, 49 miles 
from 


Raymondville to Sarita. 


Because of the wide range of soil 


types, construction problems were 


multiplied. Huge deposits of fin 
white sand formed the roadbed. 


Engineers mixed sand with ce 


ment and water on an experimenta 
strip, rolled it and sealed it, then 
topped it with asphalt. 


A dozen or more mixtures wer 


tried until the most satisfactory 
one was found to be used on th 
highway. 


Brush was used to halt the en 


croachment of the sand dunes o 
the road while under constructor

The new Kenedy county see- 
on of the Hug-the-Coast highway 
educed the distance from Ray- 
nondville to Corpus Christi to 113 
niles, compared to a drive of 207 
niles which was required some 
ears back. 
In the early days of road con-

Louisiana, Alabama and Florida, 
clear around the Gulf of Mexico 
from Brownsville on the western 
tip to the southernmost tip of Flor- 
ida on the eastern edge. 


Besides this all-Gulf route open- 


ed up, the Hug-the-Coast comple- 


tion will also become a short route 
to link Latin America with North- 
eastern United States and Canada. 


Along the route are a naval base, 


.six army posts, seven national high- 
ways, ten deep water harbors. It 
parallels the Intra-Coastal Canal 
for hundreds of miles, and opens 
a new short route, giving the Val- 
ley another trunk line highway. 


ISABEL LIGHTHOUSE 


For many years the old light- 


house, now a historical monument, 
at Port Isabel, was the only beacon 
for navigators on the Gulf of Mex- 
ico south of Port Aransas. It was 
started in 1850, completed in 1852, 
by the U. S. government, and later 
acquired by the city of Port Isabel. 
It served until 1905. The lighthouse 
was built within what was then 
known as Port Polk 


Deep, Shallow 
Sands Give Oil 


Oil production in Valley fields 


has been found in sands at depth 
varying from .a few hundred fee 
to those several thousand feet 


Some of the Starr county shallow 


wells have produced at 400 feet 
while some of the deeper Hidalg 
county wells struck pay sand a 
7,550 feet. 


One of the deepest producers was 


the Union Sulphur Co., Sulphur 
La., field, about 33,000 acres aroun 
Mercedes. High gravity was foun 
on their No. 3 A-RG, at 7475 t 
7559 feet. Ten-thousand-foot tes 
wells have been put down in Cam 
eron county. 


Valley Makes 
First Foreign 
Phone Call 


The first international telephone 


call in the United Slates was made 
in the Valley. 


Records of the Southwestern Bell 


Telephone 
company 
reveal that 


the first telephone connection be- 
tween the United Slates and a for- 
eign country took place in 1883. 


The call was made from the po- 


lice station in Matamoros to an 
unidentified individual in Browns- 
ville. 


The nature of the call and the 


persons involved has not been re- 
vealed. 


Established in 1882, the Browns- 


ville telephone system is one of 
the oldest in Texas. 


FIRST BOOK STORE 


Brownsville's first book store was 


located at 1113 Levee street. It was 
operated by Portilla Pena, who Jeft 
to Join the first Porfirio Diaz rev- 
olution, became an officer in the 
Mexican army and never returned 


Early in the 18lh century. DiegtJ 


Ortiz Parrilla 
moved 
northward 


from Matamoros to mark out * 
road over the old salt trail. In lay- 
ing out the Hiig-the-Coast route, 
engineers followed pretty much the 
same trail followed by the early 
day explorer. 


This route was also found to be 


the most direct and practicable by 
the army men who moved north- 
ward and southward during the 
trying days from 1832 to 1848. 


Later, after CoL H. L. Kinney. 


founder of Corpus Christi, had fol- 
lowed more or less the same path 
as a cattle trail, merchants, smug- 
glers, and adventurers moved over 
it to the bonzana trading posts on 
the Rio Grande. 


Cotton Wagons Roll 


With the start of the Civil War. 


the cotton wagons jumbled along 
the road to the Rio Grande, for 
shipment down the river to the 
ports of Bagdad and Clarksville, 
free of the blockade. 


Freight wagons, huge 
in 
size, 


and now recalled by the 
giant 


trucks that travel the main high- 
ways, were drawn by 50-mule teams 
along the trail crowded by ox cartj 
and other vehicles loatJ*d 
witfa 


cotton. 


Fences Go Up 


When Capt. Richard King and 


Capt. Mitllin Kenedy acquired the 
vast acreage that later became tho 
King ranch "kingdom," and di- 
vided these lands. King promised 
Kenedy that no public road would 
pass through Kenedy's land. That 
was about 1870. The Indian salt 
trail was closed. 


Fences went up and stayed UR 


despite years of public 
protest 


Motorists had to wind around th* 
King ranch in traveling between 
the Valley and Corpus Christi. 
• Ceding of rights of way by Robert 
Kleberg for the Kenedy county 
road marked the beginning of th« 
end of the fenced-up highway. The 
opening of the Kenedy 
county 


highway again restored the old In- 
dian salt trail.

employed for work on the airlin- 
ers, but every new scientific de- 
•ice available is put into use to 
>rotcct the plane passenger. 


At Brownsville's airport, where 


icadquarlers are located for Pan 
American Airways western divi- 
sion, the Intricate safety measures 
are fully in evidence. 


Fine Equipment 


The radio department is head- 


quartered at Brownsville, with the 
atest and finest equipment obtain- 
able. Each plane carries a send- 
ing and receiving set with an op- 
erator who devotes his entire lime 
lo keeping in touch with the sta- 
tion he left and the one which he 
Is approaching. The same procedure 
is followed by Easlern and Braniff, 
the other two major airlines operat- 
ing in and out of the Valley. 


PAA developed the direction find- 
er, which is used to locate the ex- 
act position of the plane at all 
times. Two ground stations take 
.simultaneous radio bearings on the 
plane, and by means of trlangula- 
tion, determine its position which 
is then radioed to the plane. On a 
large map, with 
small movable 


planes, the progress of flight Is 
followed constantly. 


Elcclric Plant 


A storm-proof building houses the 


stand-by electric plant, a generator 
and gasoline motor, which enables 
the radio to function even in emer- 
gencies. 


A major factor in flying safety Is 


precise and unceasing 
study of 


vvrathcr conditions. At the Browns- 
ville airport, the V. 3. Weather 
Bureau, in cooperation with the 
PAA meteorological bureau, uses the 
Intest equipment, 
including 
the 


"aeronsondc," a device for check- 
ing high-altitude atmospheric con- 
ditions. This supplements the bal- 
loon-observation system, which con- 
tinues in use, for finding the best 
head and tail winds.

The program calls for 


widening and deepening the 
Brownsville ship channel, perpetual 
federal maintenance of a 34-foot 
entrance channel at Brazos San- 
tiago pass, and widening and deep- 
ening of the north side of 
the 


Brownsville turning basin lor ap- 
proximately one mile. 


Three J-ore Wharves 


Enlargement of the turning ba- 
lln and adjoining ship channel, 
as proposed, will make it possible 
to build three more wharves, one 
large open dock, three oi! docks 
»n<J other harbor facilities. At pres- 
ent the basin has wharves and one 
oil dock. 


The north side of the turning 
basli would be extended to a length 
ol 2640 Jeet, of which 1300 feet will 
be 1000 feet wide and 1340 feet will 
be 600 feet wide. The south side of 
the turning basin will remain, as 
•t present 


Widen Channel 


The ship channel will be widened 


from a point where It enters the 
turning basin to a bottom widih of 
300 feet for a distance of 3800 feet. 


In addition, the program calls 


for widening the channel to 200 
feet, bottom depth, from the en- 
trance channel at Brazos Santiago 
pass to the point where it will 
•pread to 300 feet as it approaches 
the turning basin. 


Deepening Planned 


The program as outlined by port 


authorities also includes deepening 


of the ship channel to 32 feet be- 
Jow mean low tide, designation of 
an official depth of 32 feet, and 
maintenance in perpetuity of the 
channel at that depth by the fed- 
eral government. 


This would further entail per- 


petual maintenance of a channel 
34 feet deep, with three feet over- 
depth, across the bar and through- 
out the entrance channel between 
the jetties.

The National Lines of Mexico

of McAllen. 


These trains join the main line 
at Monterrey, providing 36-hour 
transportation from the Valley to 
Mexico City. At Monterrey connec- 
tions are made with the main La- 
redo-Mexico City line. 


Many Freight Trains 


In addition to the passenger fa- 


cilities—and perhaps more impor- 
tant from an economic standpoint— 
the railroads run numerous freight 
trains in and out of the Valley. 
These bear a large part of the 
Valley's varied natural products, 
principally citrus fruits and many 
kinds of vegetables, canned fruit 
juices and vegetables. 


TKLEG1APH LINE 


The first permanent telegraph 


line connecting the Valley with 
points outside was completed In 
1871. It wa« the Western Union 
line between Lrownsville and. Cor- 
pus Christi. 


Huge Jetties 
Flank Channel 


The mile-long Jetties that guard, 


the entrance to Brazos Santiago 
pass off Port Isabel are monuments 
to many years of struggle against 
the ever-recurring sand bar, now 
effectively checked. 


Building of jetties at Brazos pass 


started in 1882. The bar formed 
again. 


In 1926, Jetties IGOO feet were 


built and the dredge Absecom dug 
a 16-foot channel. 


With digging of a 30-foot chan- 


nel, construction was started in 
1934 on the present jetties, which 
represent an expenditure close to 
$3,000,000. 


The jetties are 14 feet wide at 


the top, with core rock extending 
15 feet on each side. 


About :12,000 tons of riprap rock. 


184,000 tons of core rock, and 154,- 
000 tons of cover rock were used. 
The stone was taken by rail to 
Port Isabel and crossed on barges.

Mineral resources of the Valley, 


other than oil. have barely begun 
to be exploited. 


Deposits 
of 
valuable minerals 


have been located in all parLs of 
the Valley, notably Hidalgo. Starr 
and Zapata counties. 


Among these are sulphur, galena, 


mica and various types of clay. 


Sulphur has been found in a 


state 96 per cent pure. Deposits 
of galena have been located, mixed 
with silver and lead. 


Huge deposits of oyster shells — 


converted to limestone — are es- 
timated as a 50-year supply. At 
oxe place deiwsits of oyster shells 
are reported 38 to 40 feet deep for 
a 30-mile stretch. 


One resource being used abun- 


dantly is Valley clay. Tim is be- 
ing converted into hollow tile and 
brick by two plants of the Valley 
Brick and Tile company. 


One plant is located a mile and 


a half south of Mission, and the 


other six miles east of Rio Grand* 
Cily. The Rio Grande City plant 
ntakes red brick, hollow tile and 
vertical building cells.

World's Best, 
Analyses Show 


Valley soil is the richest in the 


world, according to scientific anal- 
yses. 


Volume 29 of the American Jour- 


nal of Science has this to say: 


"Speaking of the amount of ma- 


terials which the great rivers of 
the world bear in solution to the 
sea, the Mississippi, St. Lawrence, 
Amazon and La Plata carry an 
aount such that the average Is 
655 pounds per each acre inch of 
water. 


"Goss and Hare, from analyses 


of the water of the Bio Grande, 
compute that the same volume from 
this river contains 81,309 pounds, 
or more than four tons per acre, 
including 1,075 pounds of potash, 
lie pounds of phosphoric acid and 
107 pounds of nitrogen. 


"The sediment of the River Nile 


figures approximately 1-674 of the 
volume of the water, the percent- 
age by weight being six per cent. 


"The sediment of the Rio Grande,

assumed at a minimum of 1-100 of 
volume, is therefore 1,000 per cent 
richer by volume than the Nile." 


These rich deposits being added 


annually to the Valley soils keep 
them at a high level of fertility. 
Silt of the Rio Grande carries suf- 
ficient alkalis in solution, potash 
and other minerals to neutralize the 
acidity which is the bane of most 
alluvial soils.

Residue from the factory, owned

Corp., will be used as low-gradt 
fertilizer. 


Constructed with funds lent by 
ie Pnrm Security Corporation, the 


plant cost is to be repaid from pro- 
fits. 


In addition to salvaging valuable 


ingredients of the peel, the new 
plant helps solve the problem of 
cannery waste that had become a 
public nuisance, leading to disputes 
involving owners and health' au- 
thorities. 


Huge finantities of peel have been 


used for some time as cattle feed. 
This product is turned out through 
dehydration processes. 
It 
make* 


good feed, particularly when lim* 
and blackstrap molasses are added. 


Cattle like not only the dried 


peel, but also enjoy whole grape- 
fruit and grapefruit juice. Several 
cattle raisers use the fruit and peej 
as ensilage in fattening stock. 


Valley Carrot Juice 
Shipped Over Nation 


One of the 
Valley's unusual 


plants doing a national business to 
the carrot juice factory operated 
by Bob Lindsey at Undsey's Gar- 
dens, live miles north of Mission. 
Large quantities go to hospitals and 
to dieticians.

than 15,000.003 boxes was valued 
at $4.359,000 while the orange crop 
totalling 2.975.000 boxes, was valued 
at $2.678.000, a total of $7.028,000.

Mostly Grapefruit 


Approximately 75 per cent of the 


tfalley citrus acreage is planted In 
grapefruit and the remainder in 
oranges, lemons, tangerines, kum- 
quate, tangelos and other varieties 
of citrus fruit. 


Seedless varieties of grapefruit 


have been supplanting the 
vari;tics. and have practically ema- 
mated the latter. Grapefruit that 
goes into commercial fresh Irult 
channels is about 95 per cent seed- 
less. Most of the seeded fruit M 
converted into juioe.

The farmer can’t buy any 
such ironclad protection. But 
the Valley grower gets the 
next best thing to it through the 
Valley Experiment station. 
The station, located at Weslaco, 
lias for some years teen conducting 
tests on fruits, vegetables, plants, 
tiees, and shrubs, to determine 
which are suitable for Valley con­ 
ditions. which varieties are best, 
and what care they need. 
W. H. Friend, director of the sta­ 
tion, recalls that one man plunged 
$60,000 into a crop without deter­ 
mining if the seed he had used on 
a farm up north would thrive in 
the Valley. It didn’t. He told the 
station about it later. They could 
have told him before. 
120-Acre Site 
The Valley station was establish­ 
ed, by an appropriation from the 
Texas Agricultural and Mechanical 
college, in 1923, on a 120-acre site 
midway between Weslaco and Mer­ 
cedes. More than half the land 
cost was contributed by citizens of 
Mercedes and Weslaco. 
Mr. Friend superintended clear­ 
ing, fencing, grading and laying 
®ut of the station. A IO-acre grape­ 
fruit orchard was bought with the 
site. Besides information on growth 
and production, the trees contribut­ 
ed a good bit of revenue. Prof. A. 
T. Potts was technical adviser and 
aided in formulating the first re­ 
search program. 
The Valley station was intended 
primarily for study of commercial 
citrus production, as well as vege- 
*?k>1j*iCro*>s' The Pr°fh‘am has been 
steadily enlarged because of the 
diversified development of agricul­ 
ture in the region.

Guayacan (Soapbush)—Usually a

Project Approved

tug studies. 


Under the proposed system, the 


eanal would be bum entirely on 
the United States side of the Rio 
Grande. It will divert Rio Grande 
waters about 70 miles up the river 
from Rio Grande City, near Zapata.

This diversion canal will flow into 


the master reservoir on Los Olmoe 
ereek, east of Bio Orande City and 
•bout 100 miles from Brownsville. 
A secondary reservoir, is called for 
at Penltas, near Mission.

Starr Launches 
New Irrigated 
Farms Project 


Starr county, traditionally a •'dry- 


farming" section of the Lower Rio 
Grande 
Valley, 
is 
successfully 


branching out into irrigated farm- 
ing that will put growers there on 
a par with the rest of tile section 
in variety of growable crops. 


The new step was taken through 


organization o£ the Fronton Irriga- 
tion Association, financed by the 
Farm Security Administration. The 
association was formed 
with 14 


farmers, whose families, in some 
instances, have been farming on 
the edge of the Rio Grande for 
generations. 


The farmers borrowed $7,400 from 


the Farm Security Administration. 


With this they bought a Diesel 
motor and a centrifugal pump and 
built a canal through 800 acres of 
rich river land. The farmers' hold- 
ings total 1890 acres, and plans 
have been made for extending the 
irrigation facilities to cover an ad- 
ditional 800 acres this year. 


Postal Receipts On 
Constant Increase 


Steady increase in postal receipts 


reflects the continued growth of the 
Lower Rio Grande Valley. 


An indication of the rate of in- 


crease is seen in figures from six 
representative Valley cities — San 
Bonito, 
Raymondville, 
McAlien, 


Amusement company, Dallas, Texas, 
Harlingen, Edlnburg and Browns- 
ville. 


Total 1940 postal receipts or these 


cities was $290,262, a gain of $15,500, 
or nearly six per cent over the 
1939 total.

ley, in connection with the flood 
control .program.

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Year-Round Showers—-Miracle of Man-Made Rainfall 


By the Roving Reporter 


I 


N the routine of our daily 


occupations, we dwellers 


in the cities of the Lower 
Kio Grande Valley are like- 
ly to overlook the progress 
and scientific development that is 
taking place in the principal indus- 
try 
of 
tlic 
Valley—AEriciillurc. 


Sometimes we get in a rut, travel- 
ing the same route day after day 
from home to place of business, with 
occasional trips up and down tlie 
main concrete highways, ana are 
gi-catly surprised when we leani of 
revolutionary 
improvements 
that 


have been quietly developing along 
the by-ways and in the extensive, 
rich agricultural arc-as so' seldom 
teen by the average citizen. This 
writer was thus astounded recently. 


We have all read humorous ac- 


counts of so called "Rain-makers," 
who sit bookie ponds with umbrel- 
las or perform other rites of hocus- 
pocus in the hope of coaxing reluc- 
tant showers from the cloudless 
sky. Imagine our surprise when we 
learned that many of the most 
prominent and successful farmers 
and orchardlsts of the Valley are 
regularly practicing the 
art of 


"Rainmaking." 


Raining In The Son 


In driving down a palm-lined 


toad through the center ol a five 
hundred acre citrus orchard on a 
bright sunny day, our attention 
was attracted to a perfect shower 
of rain falling on a section of the 
grove. Investigation 
disclosed 
a 


string of pipe aiong the ground be- 
tween the trees, with revolving 
sprinklers set at regular intervals, 
which were throwing streams of 
water clear above the trees to fall 
as a gentle rain in overlapping cir- 
cles, providing a wide, straight strip 
of rain the entire length of the 
tree rows. Beyond the edge of the 
rain, several men were quickly and 
easily 
laying 
another string of 


pilte. 


The obliging attendant informed 


us that the water was coming from 
a pumping plant somewhere in the 
distance. In answer to our in- 
quiries as to the advantages of this 
system of irrigation, he told us 
many interesting things. It seems 
that, in order to irrigate a grove 
by the old-fashioned method, it 
is necessary to disc between the

trees, then construct a "border," 
or small levee around each tree, 
then coax the water along the 
ground to fill these borders, where 
it stands until it soaks into the soil 
or evaporates. This leaves the soil 
packed hard and drives out the oxy- 
gen, when the soil has dried suf- 
ficiently, it is necessary to tear 
down the borders and again disc 
between the trees, to form a mulch 
to hold what moisture is left. This 
frequent discing destroys many val- 
uable feeder roots near the surface 
of the ground. 


Advantages Cited 


He explained that the use of the 


sprinkler system eliminates the ne- 
cessity for discing and for making 
and destroying borders; that it 
leaves the soil loose and fluffy and 
does not drive out the oxygen; that 
it washes the dust from the leaves 
of 
the trees, enabling them 
to 


breathe, and that it has a tendency 
to wash salt or alkalinity from the 
soil, instead of bringing it to the 
trees as is so often done by heavy 
applications of water by flooding. 
It seems that much better results 
may be obtained from 
a 
much 


smaller quantity of water when it 
is applied by sprinkling. The loose 
and fluffy soil does not lose its 
moisture like the hard-packed flood- 
ed soil. Also, he had another idea 
tliat sounded interesting to us. He 
called our attention to the moist, 
live condition of the soil that is so 
often found around trees in their 
natural state — in the woods — 


where nature takes care of the 
mulching by the dropping and de- 
caying of leaves on the ground, to 
form a mat that insulates the ten- 
der feeder roots from the heat and 
prevents the evaporation ol mois- 
ture. He was achieving this same 
result with his sprinkler 
system. 


The grass and weeds were premit- 
ted to grow between the trees. 
Each time It was necessary to 
sprinkle, these were quickly mowed 
by a cutter attached to a tractor 
and were permitted to lie on the 
ground and decay where they had 
fallen, thus forming the highly de- 
sirable mat.

Water or this new system is di- 


verted from the Rio Grande at a 
point in Hidalgo county about one 
mile west of the Cameron county 
line. A pumping plant is located on 
the river. It has a capacity of de- 
livering water at th3 rate of 600 
cubic feet per second. 


A 400-acre desilting basin has 


been constructed between the pump- 
ing plant and the flood control 
levees. The main canal extends 
from this desilting basin to the 
storage reservoir, along the Hidalgo- 
Cameron county lines to the Ar- 
royo Colorado and along the line 
between the La Feria and Mercedes 
districts. 


Flows Under Arroyo 


The water flows under the Ar- 


royo Colorado, the north floodway, 
three railroads and three paved 
highways in concrete tubes 11 feet 
in diameter. Secondary roads are 
carried over the canal by pile and 
timber bridges with earthen ap- 
proaches. Capacity of the canal is 
500 second feet of water.

A 
compaction levee weights from 90 
to 100 pounds per cubic foot, dry, 
while the "loose fill" type weighs 
from 60 to 65 pounds. The latter 
requires more maintenance. Top of 
the levees serve as an auxiliary 
road, especially convenient for fed- 
eral officers on boundary patioL

Looking backward only a short span of years we find a little old steam ­ 
boat tugging along the banks of the river to bring its scant cargo of provisions 
for 
the handful of people who 
made a precarious livelihood in raising 
livestock. 


As a m atter of sheer necessity the early settlers raised some of the feed*- 
th a t was necessary to take care of their herds. 
The infrequent boat service

The station, located at Wesiaco, 


has for some years b?en conducting 
tests on fruits, vegetables, plants, 
trees, and shrubs, to determine 
which are suitable for Valley con- 
ditions, which varieties are best, 
sod what care they used. 


W. H. Friend, director of the sta- 


tion, recalls that one man plunged 
460,000 into ft crop without deter- 
mining it the seed he had used on 
• firm up north would thrive in 
the Valley. It didn't. He told the 
station about It later. They could 
tave told him before. 


120-Acre Site 


The Valley station was establish- 


ed, by an appropriation from the 
Texas Agricultural and Mechanical 
college, in 1923, on a 120-acre site 
midway between Wesiaco and Mer- 
cedes. More than half the land 
cost was contributed by citizens of 
Mercedes and Wesiaco. 


Mr. Friend superintended clear- 


ing, fencing, grading and laying 
cut of the station. A 10-acre grape- 
fruit orchard was bought with the 
site. Besides information on growth 
and production, the trees contribut- 
ed a good bit of revenue. Prof. A. 
T. Potts was technical adviser and 
aided In formulating the first re- 
search program. 


The Valley station- was intended 


primarily for study of commer,cial 
citrus production, as well as vege- 
table crops. The program has been 
steadily enlarged because of the 
diversified development of agricul- 
ture In the region.

By-Products Laboratory 
Develops New Crop Uses

ducts, the Lower Rio Grande 
Valley by-products labora- 
tory at Wesiaco is paying growers 
long-range dividends. 


The by-products laboratory was 


tstablished with. J. L. Heid, chem- 
ist, In charge, for the United States 
department of agriculture bureau 
of agricultural chemistry and en- 
gin eering. 


The laboratory investigates ulti- 


zation of Texas fruit and vegetable 
crops by canning, freezing, drying, 
fermentation and recovery of con- 
stituent products. It also studies 
methods or disposing wastes, and 
residues which result from process- 
ing. 


In developing and demonstrating 


methods lor using perishable crops, 


the laboratory seeks to provide 
growers with facilities for disposing 
of grades unsuited for shipping, 
and for stabilizing markets by di- 
version of surpluses.

Citrus fruit juices; citrus wines; 


marmalade; spiced 
pulp butters;

riety produced 375 bushels to the 
acre, according to W. H. Friend, di- 
rector of the Valley experiment sta- 
tion. 


The Chippewa is a high quality 


Irish potato, has a thin, smooth 
skin, which requires only scraping 
rather than peeling. 


It is especially in demand for po- 


tato chips, because of its thin skin 
and because its relatively high su- 
gar content makes the chips golden 
brown. 


The Chippewa was produced by 


crossing a high quality domestic po- 
tato with the wild stock of Peru, 
the potato's native habitat.

In 1907 the land was bought from 
the missionary order by John J.

Experiments revealed suit­ 
ability of the soil and climate for 
grapefruit budded on sour orange 
stock.

velopment in this section, a de- 
velopment now finding fruit in the 
greatest home construction boom in 
the Valley's history. 


Although lor most persons the 


Valley is a /airly recent "discov- 
ery," Its growth started early In 
the century, with the coming of 
the first railroad. 


An early land boom came in the 


wake of attempts to develop sugar 
cane and rice in the Valley. Most 
of the early settlers were farmers, 
who stayed on after the sugar cane 
bubble burst and developed truck 
{arming. 


The current growth of the Valley 


got its start with the development 
if citrus. Between 1,000 and 2,000 
prospective purchasers entered the 
Valley weekly in elaborate "land 
parties." 


Construction of irrigation systems 


followed the large-scale settlement. 


Since those days, the 
Valley's 


growth 
has been steady. Homes, 


Industries, highways, airports and 
seaports have blossomed in the 
area which was once wild brushland.

OMANTIC as is the story of the development of the Lower Rio Grande 


Valley, statistics are too dry to portray it interestingly. 
Looking backward only a short span of years, we find a little old steam- 


boat tugging along the banks of the river to bring its scant cargo of provisions 
lor the handful of people who made a precarious livelihood in raising livestock. 


As a matter of sheer necessity the early settlers raised some of the feed 


that was necessary to take care of their herds. The infrequent boat service 
made it necessary to raise food for domestic needs. 


Water was taken from the Rio Grande River to pour onto the lands to make 


crops. From the crude ditches started the nucleus of the great, irrigation sys- 
tem that was to create a vast agricultural empire. 


The railroads soon saw the possibilrrles of large tonnage for' northern 


Markets, and two transcontinental railroad systems finally came into the Valley. 


Cotton was king In those days, and the rich soil and warm climate com- 


bined to give large-yields and early harvesting. The'soil-silt deposited from the 
Rio Grande River over many centuries—was soon found to be adaptable to 
Citrus culture. 


Grapefruit, raised successfully In only a small area of the country, ma- 


tured early, with fine texture, juicy, and a delicious flavor. Oranges were found 
to be superior because they were more tender and juicy, and had a better flavor. 


From the north came the money for development. Large tracts of land 


were cleared to plant orchards. Railroad lines were extended; irrigation systems 
expanded, and soon the orchards started to produce new wealth lor further de- 
Telopment. 


Added to the citrus development came tremendous acreage in winter vege- 


tables. Strawberries could bs raised for the Thanksgiving table; tomatoes, cab- 
bage, onions, carrots, beets and a score of other crops, far in advance of any 
other section of the United States. 


Oil was discovered and several large fields were opened up, bringing with 


It pipe lines, refineries and many important industrial plants. Two great ports 
were developed to take cargoes of cotton, oil, canned foods, and the main- pro- 
ducts from the soil and factories to the ports of the world. 


With this process of development came modern communities to serve the 


ever-growing population. Today, twenty thriving cities and towns are scattered 
along the sixty-mile length of the Lower Valley. More than 300,000 people are 
proud to call the Rio Grande Valley their home. The progressive spirit of the 
citizenry is reflected in the fine type of homes, gardens, schools, churches and 
the cultural activities. 


The climate that gave the Valley such fine agricultural crops appealed to 


residents of the north who sought sunshine and warmth during the severe win- 
ters. Fishing, hunting, golfing, the lure of romantic Mexico, and the countless 
other sports that could be enjoyed have created "an entirely new industry-the 
winter tourist. Cool gulf breezes and the sports that only the seashore can offer 
has brought other visitors here to spend the summer. 


And so today with 250,000 acres under cultivation producing millions of 


dollars in citrus crops, other millions in vegetables, cotton, oil, livestock and 
many lines of manufactured products, the Valley is only at the beginning of its 
development—already known as the most rapid of any section in the United 
States.
